X M thinking in ]^rtlcular of Soviet q^iea in the lUted Statea* Rwwiywti 
and Canad a during tJ» Second World War, vhen these <^>untriee eere aijic t 
ef the Soviet ttadon, While Anericen etapport end leni leeee eeved the 1BSR, 
Soviet 44^ent8 built and operated an espionage network end Soviet lendkleeee 
r^preeenteUvee were ueed for industrial spying in thia eeuntry* Such 
aetlvities ean be proven by the OuModco ceee, and etlwnr dledoauree of 
fonwr Soviet egente, by the Puoha oaae, tha RosMSbarg easa end aany ether

to illuatrata that Soviet nonmeentetlvee try to subvert the
